Boynton and Graham 
Write Articles for 
Technical Journals 

A recent number of the new Jour- 
nal of Higher Education carried a 
review of Dr. Paul L. Boynton 's 
study of "The Relationship Between 
the Intelligence and Moral Judg- 
ment of College Students." At the 
same time there appeared in the 
new Quarterly Journal of Social 
Psychology an extended research 
made by Dr. James L. Graham. Both 
Dr Boynton and Dr. Graham are 
professors in the department of psy- 
chology 

Dr. Boynton's research was carried 
on here at the university. It was 
first published in the "Contributions 
to Education" at George Peabody 
College for Teachers. It is a study 
between moral judgments and tested 
intelligence, showing that the stu- 
dents maturity does not seem to af- 
fect his moral judgment, but that 
college men are apparently more 
lenient in their Judgments, on the 
average, than college women. 

Dr. Graham's research Is a study 
of the racial differences in response 
of such highly selected groups of 
negroes and whites as are found in 
colleges. This work took several years. 
He has not only measured the gen- 
eral superiority of the white In tests 
of higher Intellectual processes, but 
has discovered certain types of re- 
lational thinking in which his group 
of negroes made a relatively higher 
record compared with tl

By SIR PHILIP GIBBS 

"Sacrifice." says Sir Philip Olbbs, "Is not a 
long -dead virtue of the Victorian Era, but a

In comparing the closing practice

Another idea of the grid mentor 
is the vacation allowed the seniors 
of next season's campaign.
